Victory For State In The 
Franchise Tax Case 
On Monday 


Several Families Maroon' 
ed and Communication 
Was Disrupted

—Passa ge of a bill before the legis­ 


lature to improve the method of a s­ 
sessing shares of no par value stock 
in Missouri was urged today by At­ 
torney General Shartel following a 
victory for the sta te y esterday in 


the United States supreme court at 
Washington in a franchise tax case. 


The court held the sta te has a 


right to a ssess 
franchise tax es on 
the basis of $100 for each share 
of no par value stock in the suit 
brought 
by 
the 
attorney 
general 
against the International Shoe Com­ 


pany of St. Louis. 
The decision 


means the company must pay a tax 
of $104,220 to the state, w’hich is 
$7 7 ,7 42 more than the company con­ 
tended was due. 
Under the ruling it is estimated 
the state would gqt about $250,000 
additional 
revenue 
a 
y ear. 
The 
attorney general declared, however, 
the law brings an unjust hardship 
on corporations and recommended 
the bill providing that shares of 
no par value stock shall be a ssessed 
at a minimum of $5 a share, and if 
they are worth more than that, at 
their actual value. 
It has passed 
the senate and is awaiting house 
action. 
,w . 
“ The bill should pa ss,” Attorney 
General Shartel said, ‘‘because the 
present law works a very severe 
and unjust hardship upon corpora­ 
tions whose stock is not worth $100 
a share, and 
there are many of 
them 
in 
Missouri. 
The 
conse­ 
quence will be that many corpora­ 
tions who ordinarily would locate 
in Missouri will not do so. 
It will 
be necessa ry for use to enforce the 
law as written, but the bill to re­ 
vise the law would put the matter 
on an old and a just principle of 
tax ation.” 
In the suit decided y esterday the 
International 
Shoe 
Company had 
3,7 60,000 
shares 
of no 
par value 
stock on which the state a ssessed 
the franchise tax at $104,220. 
The 
company contended the tax should 
be based on the price at which the 
shares were issued and maintained 
its tax should be only $26,47 8 .12.

Canal in March. 
Tolls aggregating $2, 
343,865.56 were collected- 
United States 
ships paid abou t 45 per cent of this, $1,- 
034,867.17. 
The second largest amou nt, 
8710,838.11, came from British craft, and 
the third largest, $122,;99.50 from Nor­ 
wegian craft. 
The German and the Japa­ 
nese followed in order. 
That foreign flags shou ld pay 55 per 
cent of the Panama Canal tolls is ample 
evidence of the convenience of this water­ 
way to the f leets of the world. 
Practical­ 
ly all the craft u sing the canal wou ld 
have to rou nd The Horn, greatly increas­ 
ing their distance, if the canal were not 
available. 
As the German merchant ma­ 
rine approaches its prewar tonnage, it 
will press the British in the carrying ol 
cargo throu gh the waterway.

The p roverbially busy honey bee 
is suffering from an unemp loy ment 
p roblem, and a crisis is at hand. 
According to M. O. Stevens, p resi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
Pettis 
County 
Bee 
Keep ers’ association, the continued 
wet and cold weather has so re­ 
tarded the develop ment of honey - 
bearing blossoms that the Sup p ly 
of honey that was left with the bees 
last fall to tide them over until 
the new blossom season is dep let­ 
ed, and many colonies are in danger 
of starving to death. 
Very few blossoms are out. A 
few dandelions are the only ones 
at p resent. At this time of a nor­ 
mal y ear sweet clover, the honey 
bee’s staff of life, is beginning to 
bloom, and no trouble with food 
shortage is ex p erienced. This y ear, 
however, sweet clover is far from 
the blooming stage, and the dande­ 
lions, 
with 
p erhap s 
a 
few 
fruit 
blossoms, are the bee’s only means 
of sustainence. 
Besides, 
the 
weather 
was 
so 
cold during the time that the fruit 
trees were in full bloom and it 
rained so much of that time that 
there was very little time for the 
bees to work. 
According to Mr. Stevens, who is 
a bee keep er of long ex p erience, 
killing of the drones by the bees, 


evidenced by the finding of the 
insects stung to death in front of 
the hives, and the carry ing of un* 
hatched 
brood from the hive, are 
indications of an ex tremely critical 
condition in that p articular colony . 
He ex p lained th at when the bees 
begin to run short of food they 
kill the drones and carry out the 
more develop ed of the unhatched 
brood. The least develop ed larvae 
are eaten by the bees when all the 
honey is gone. 
Then, 
in 
the 
sp ace of a day 
or so, the entire colony will die. 
W hen the food is gone, the bees 
die alm ost immediately . 
Colonies 
found 
with 
the 
food 
sup p ly dep leted should be fed at 
once. The best feed is graulated 
sugar sy rup fed inside of the hive. 
There are several way s of feeding 
this 
p rep aration, 
the ex p laination 
of which may be found alm ost in 
any good bee manual. 
The cool w eather wiTl cut honey 
p roduction 50 p er 
cent 
for 
the 
y ear, it is p redicted. 
Bee keep ers are urged to look 
after their hives and to give, th# 
utmost attention to those colonies 
that need it. Care may result in 
the saving of a good many colo­ 
nies th at otherw ise may be lost.

Horton Smith An Earlier 
Finisher Had 75 
For Course 


According to its modern interpre­ 
tation “Physiotherapy is the scien­ 
tific re-education of physical tissues 
by means of muscle training, m as­ 
sage, heat, light, water and certain 
forms of electricity, thus establish­ 
ing new habits in order to perform 
normal functions.” 
Only in recent years has Physio­ 
thera py emerged from the doubts 
and 
skepticism 
that 
greeted 
its 
early appearance in the practice of 
medicine to a permanent, dignified 
place in the profession. 
True, the medical use of light 
and heat, vibratory, galvanic, sinu­ 
soidal and auto-condensation treat­ 
ments are so new that extravagant 
claims have been made regarding 
their use. 
The fact remains, how­ 
ever, tha t all these treatments are 
a valuable adjunct when used in 
the proper way and in their proper 
places in treating certain diseases. 
Government arm y and naval hos­ 
pitals have long used physiotherapy 
in treating patients. 
It has re­ 
ceived official endorsement. Recog­ 
nized institutions are offering ade­ 
quate courses of instruction in the 
subject and general hospitals and 
private offices are gradually estab­ 
lishing physiotherapy departments. 
Probably an action which will go 
far 
towards 
establishing 
a 
still 
greater confidence in a more gen­ 
eral application of physio-therapeu­ 
tic 
treatm ent in 
connection 
with 
other measures, is 
the resolution 
passed by the American Hospital 
Association, favoring complete elec­ 
tro-therapeutic equipment for every 
American hospital.
